The argument that no disclosure is provided within Argauer for a range specific to 
gallosilicates is not persuasive since Argauer teaches clearly W in the formula of the sieve 
includes consisting of aluminum or gallium only. Further as disclosed by Pieters, the disclosures 
of Argauer is incorporated by reference. 

The argument about the ratio of Silicon/Gallium taught by Pieters is noted. However, the 
claimed ratio is disclosed by Argauer which is incorporated into the Patent to Pieters by 
reference.
